CHILI DEEP IN BLOOD. 



Terrible Battles With Groat Slaughter 
of nil Ages— The Prisons are 
Overflowing 1 . 

Balmacpda's Government Desperate— 
Revolutionists Hold the Sea but 
Defeated on Land. 



New York, March 11. — The Herald's 
correspondent at Santiago, Chili, sends tho 
following letter under date uf February 11 : 
"A bloody bui tie bus been fought ut 
Pisagua. The rebels were defeated, having 
forty killed and tliii ty-four wounded. Their 
commander, Colonel Salvador Vorgara, was 
seriously wounded, but was carried away by 
his soldiers. The goven mont tt 11 continues 
to exile ull persons who are in any way in- 
clined toward the rebels. Both natiyes and 
foreigners uro suffering. Several German 
and Euglish merchants have been given 
thiity-a x hours in which to b are the coun- 
try for ever. A perfect surprise, to s^y the 
least, has been I he decree of ilio govern- 
ment expelling from the country the repre- 
sentative of a foreign nation— the consul of 
Austriaat Valparaiso. Tne consul, it scorns, 
was very much inclined towards the rebels, 
and in an ungual ded moment htat. dhis 
feelings and tho opinion of Balaniacedu to 
his friends. 

The GoYernment prisons aro filled to over- 
flowing with prisoners, not the scum of 
society, but with revolu'iouiats who are 
considered worthy of imprisonment by lial- 
macoda, who is styled by revolutionists the 
" modern d sp Conti«e»tion on a gc.nd 
scalo is being resorted to by the Govern- 
ment. Only last week the eutii e property 
of Don H. Edwards, the richest man in 
Chili, was confiscated by the Government. 

A moil terrible disaster bus taken place 
at Port Corouol It was about 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon when the Esmeralda appeared 
in tho harbor and demanded the surrender 
of the town. Ibis was refused, and a per- 
fect shower of gr-ipe canister was followed by 
solid shot. The people lied to the height? 
for safety, while some to .k relugo in the 
railioad siat on. Sud lenly, before anyone 
could escape, tho roof and the wo»t wall fell 
in, burying over 200 men, women and 
children in the ruins. The liii'ig continued 
and, add d to the crioi of the dying, causeil 
the commander to surrender to the cruiser. 

As soon us word was tent to the cruiser, 
surgeons of the ship, with a detachment of 
marines, was sent to help cle«r up the 
wieek end tender as-ittanca to the wound- 
ed ; sixty-.-cveu dead b dies were taken out. 
About one hundred persons were more or 
less injured. 

The blockade of Valparaiso is beginning to 
tell. Pro /isious are seat ce and expensive. 
The two cruisers which are now blockading 
the port keep up an incessant vigilance, and 
nothing can get in or out. A desultory lire 
is kept up which is far more futal than a 
bombard moot. Tho commandant of the city 
will try to dislodge the enemy by means of 
a midnight utuick with torpedo boats, of 
which tbe Government has several here. It 
is not probable that this w 11 have good re- 
sults, in view of the excessive vigilance kept 
up by the rebels and their strong cordon of 
look-outs. 

General Urruliii, who commands tbe rebel 
Army, h»a his headquarters on t he island of 
Santa Maria, and has there over 5,000 fully 
armed and disciplined men. These men, it 
is siiid, ui'e be ng held until such time as au 

attack on San tiigo may be feasible, when 
they will be used. Tho revolutionists have 
also large bodies Ot troops ut Pisagna and 
Chain ra. 

Colonel Annibal Narajun, who wsb taken 
prisoner by the revolutionists it the buttle 
of O.valle, was shot by them. The govern- 
ment forces thereupon marshalled out fifty 
revolutionary prisoners and put them to 
death. 

The war department to-day made public 
the strength or the army. Tha government 
has now icady for the field 30,000 men, 
fu ly armed and equipped. The army has 
been divided into seven sections, with tho 
minister of war an the commander-in-chief. 
Tne greatest difficulty the department has 
is in conveying supplies and troops from one 
place lo another. This is impossible by 
water, us the rebel navy is in full control of 
tho sea, and constantly n atjhes all crafts 
which pass by. 

Tho government of Bolivia and represen- 
tatives of foreign powers arc protesting 
against compulsory .service in the army. 
Foreigners have either one or two alterna- 
tives, to enlist under the government ban- 
ner or h ave tho c >uut y inside of 36 hours. 
About 50 Rom in Citlinlic priests have heen 
arrested at Valparaiso They are accused of 
of abetting the revolution. They were 
brut illy treated hy th« police. 

All property of the following families has 
been confiscated: Birgout, Turns, Quadroo, 
Dandles, Delano, Riqueimo, Vebsco, Ste- 
ban, Rivas, Scotto, Lotomaynr, Valdevieze, 
Varella, Valldoor and B irroo-Arano. 

The Roman Catholics are up and inarms 
at the imprisonment of Bishop Fontevilla. 
He is held on board tha Blanco Unolaladu ,a 
a prisoner, and should Salmada, ihe revolu- . 
tiouary chief, be shot he will mec-t with the 
sjino fate. The revolutionists have notified 
the government that ihoy will follow out 
tho proverb of " An eye for an eye and a 
tooth for a tooth." If any rebel chiefs are 
shot all prisoners of any prominence in the 
bands of the rebels will be ex cuted. 

In view of the fact that all the Chilian 
ships have g >ne over to the revolution, sts, 
and that it h«s no ships With which to op- 
erate, the government Ins decided to pur- 
chase all iner abuut vessels in the waters of 
Chili, if, after necessary inspection, they 
are found to be up to tho required standard. 
Ships will hIsd ba b uuht at Buenos Ayres 
and Montevideo if pos-iblo. 

In spito of the wholes ile arrest of mon 
and women by President Balmaceda there 
is no doubt thtt. a strong feeling of friend- 
ship exists towards t lie revolutionists in 
Santiago. A decree lias be n issued by the 
president prohibiting all persons from leav- 
ing the country without u passport. 

IRELAND'S cioP BE PORT. 

Details of Danwere t» Potatoes ami Corn and 
Suffering Dtsirirts. 



Dublin, March 10. — The Irish local gov- 
ernment board h.s issued a report on the 
failure of the potato croji and condition of 
the congested districts. It states that the 
districts in which tho disease appears com- 
prise about one-half of Ireland, and it is 
duo to the planting of old Champion seed. 
In liubt, dry soil tho crop in some places is 
excellent, but in the o >ld, wet lands and 
mnun'uin districts the fiilure everywhere is 
serious. The corn crop is mostly good, and 
green crops are up to a tine average. Oi bur 
resources of the farmers are shout up to tho 
average, 

Briefly tho report gnoi on to show that 
small farmers in bad circumstances are con- 
fronted with a a 'arcity of potatoes unprece- 
dented in thirty yours, causing the deepest 



distress. In the congested districts distress 
is aggravated by tho reluctance of local 
shopkeepers to grant credit. Some of tho 
boiu d estimate the damage to the potato 
crop equivalent to tbe loss of tho mid-day 
meal. The n port gives details as to how 
the suffering p >or should be relieved, show- 
ing that distress is yet on tho increase. 
Relief applications are confined to the con- 
ge-ted districts of the West and to the 
laboring and fUhiug classes of tho South. 
It is expected the pressure will become 
more general between now and April. 



FAST ATLAN TIC FLYERS. 

New Steamship Lino Between New York and 
Loudon— Steel Vessels to Accomplish, 
the Trip In Five Days. 

Nkw York, Maroh 11. — An editorial will 

be published in the Seaboard to-day giving 
out Ihe line of Austin Cot-bin's scheme for 
swift steamers from Montu.uk Point, L. I., 
to Milford Haven, England. By an act re- 
cently passed in C ingress, Corhin lias been 
able to excell all other plans for trans-At- 
lantic steamships, and the editorial says he 
will beg'n operations ut once. 

His plan is to build eight lirst-classsteum- 
shipi, of livgo capacity, all to be of stool, 
to be construct d in Am ricun shipyards 
and be capable of making 24 knots an hour. 
With these ships it is hoped to make the 
distance between Moiltauk Point and Mil- 
ford Haven, 2,701 nautical miles, within 
live days. 

BY TRAIN TO DERP WATER. 

From New York city a train of the finest 
vestibule cars will whisk passengers in two 
hours' time to Fort Pond hay, where deep 
water will allow the heaviest draught ocean 
steamship to run close in shore. 

Pa'se gers and baggage will be taken on 
board these ocean monsters, and inside of 
five days landed in Milford Haven, one of 
the finest harbors in Englund, whet e another 
express train will land passengers in Loudon 
in two hours. 

In order to make tho best possible time 
these Bteamers will not carry heavy freight, 
but will limit their cargoes to light parcels 
and mails. 

TO DK BUILT WITHIN KOUIt YEARS. 

Within two years, according to the Sea- 
board, the first four of these now steam- 
ihip-t will be in commission, and it is 
promised they will eclipse anything afloat 
in excellence, safety and speed. 

It is said Corhin has all bis plans 
perfected for this great enterprise and will 
see the secretary of the navy at once, in 
order to get his approval of tho designs 
for tbe new ships, so that they may 
conform in every particular to the provi- 
sions set forth in tho postal subsidy bill. 
The four ships already projected will cost 
in all $1,200,000.

At one of these 
meetings the priest urged his h«arei& to 
endeavor to reclaim all whom ihey had 
known as members of the chinch, but who 
had bee ime indifferent to religion, and with 
this end in view the congregation called up- 
on many of their own nationality. 

Special efforts were made to reclaim 
Louis Lemay, ot 110 lames street. Several 
self-coiiBtituted missh narb s sought Lenny 
at his rooms y« stercUy, and, with 
prayers and supplications, besought, him to 
turn from his present ways and find conso- 
lation within the portal of the church. 

As a return for their so icilude foe his 
spiritual welfare, Lemuy cursed bis callers 
roundly, commencing with the church itself, 
devoting it io eternal fire and hi imslone. 
Then he took up the prelates, beginning 
with the pope, and cursed them individually 
and collective'y. 

" May they all," and thero the man 
stopped, while his eyes started from his 
sockets and he seemed to I e in agony.

We are not a little surprised that the 
City Council considered tho declaration ol 
Air. J. G. McDonald worthy of a moment's 
consideration. When tint members of that 
body saw that tho document consisted of a 
number of hearsay stitemr-nts, concerning 
persons, mo3t of whom have no connection 
whatever with the Corporation, it might be 
supposed that they would throw it into the 
waste basket without the slightest hesita- 
tion. 

It is not customary for even private indivi- 
duals to pay attention to charges preferred 
against servants or neighbors in this loose 
and indirect way. Whoa a mull 
commences Ins story in BUch a way 
as this: "Mr. Blank told me that 
Mr. D.ish had s-aid to him that your ser- 
vant,'' -, u man of sense and principle, 

would not wait to hear any more. He 
would ask the tilehearer what do you 
know yourself about the man ? and when 
it wus found lie knew nothing, except what 
he had heard, a speedy end would be put to 
the interview. 

Now, this Mr. McDonald's talts are pre- 
ciselyof this nature. According t his own dc- 
duration, he knows nothing whatever about 
the letting of the contaact for tho sewers, 
or the action of thorn who proposed to bid 
for the contract, except what he alleges he 
heard from Mr. H. F. Kiefer and Mr. J. 
W. McF&rlane. All that tho Ciiy Council 
therefore are asked to tuko action 
on are the reports of conversa- 
tions twice repeated. Some one says 
something to M. II. F. Reefer, if Mr. Mc- 
Donald tells the truth, that conversation is 
repeated to Mr. McDonald, who repeats 
what he con.-iders tho substance of it to the 
City Council. McDonald himself, it is to 
be observed, knows nothing whatever of the 
matter which ho repeals. He is not even 
certain that the conversations which he re- 
ports ever took plac , ni ithc r can be tell if 
tiiey did tike place, that they have been re- 
ported to him faithfully. 

We do not fur the moment make any en- 
quiry as to who this Mr. McDonald i.s, or 
what object he h id in repeating convoiSd- 
tiom which he Buys he heard. What uo 
desire to direct attention to is the munifest 
unreliability of such second hand stories us 
Mr. McDonald tells. If any of the 
questions about which the com- 
municative gentleman speaks were 
brought into a eomt of law would his evi- 
deuce he taken us to the truth of any of the 
statements he makes? After a question or 
two sufficient to find out that all the infor- 
mation he had to give was ucquired in the 
way he states, by hearsay, ho would be 
a«ked, and that perhaps not very politely, 
to step down. If people in authority were 
to listen and to act upon such stories as Mr. 
McDonald tells thero would be no end to 
the mischief that would be done and the in- 
justice that would 1.0 indicted. Mayor 
Grunt placed on McDonald's statements 
their true va'ue when he said that the who c 
thing was the frivolous emanation of the 
brain of a disappointed man. 

We did not think that a Council com- 
posed of business men who are stipp ised to 
have some idea of the nature and value of 
testimony would waste their time in con- 
sidering buch it palpably unreliub'e declara- 
tion. How would any of them like to have 
his character f- r ope n and fair dealing called 

in question on such testimony us is con- 
tiined in this precious declaration" Whui 
would he think of l ho man, or men, who 
would entertain a charge ugliest him 
baaed upon. the report of a roporl repeated 
by a person whose motive in ttiiduc n_; Inn, 
was open to question '.' We think that whci 
the Council luvvo given themselves limo to 
examine this document coolly (hey wil 
•wonder .vby they did not throw the trash 
tit once under the table,

A PARLIAMENTARY STRUGGLE. 

The origin of the trouble in Chili has, un- 
til very lately, been a mystery. All that 
was known wus tliut the disturbance waa 
si nous, and that it bud thrown business 
into confusion. Even though there is tele- 
graphic communication between Chili ami 
the countries cist ofit.it is a very long 
way' off, and it is difficult to find out how its 
affairs are progressing. 

A document laloiy received by tho New- 
York Herald throws u good deal of light 
upon tho struggle in Chili. That document 
is a manifesto issued by Balmaceda, the 
President of the Republic. It is in tho 
form of an address to the people, and is hia 
defeuco for tho course ho litis taken. 

From this address it appears that the 
civil war now going on had its origin in a 
dispute between tho President and Con- 
gress. Tho representatives of the peoplo 
did not approve of the course which the 
President was pursuing, and as be did not 
alter hia policy to suit their views, Congress 
had recourse to a incisure that in similar 
oases has proved effective. It stopped the 
supplies. Having the power of the purse it 
refused to pass the Appropriation bill, and 
tho President was left without funds to p iy 
t 10 ui my and navy, and to maintain the 
civil service. How President Bulmaecda 
regarded this extreme, but according to 
British idi as, constitutional procedure may he 
seen front tho following passage from the 



"The majority of Congress has been 
enabled to violate the coustltU'ion ; they 
have been enabled to exc.te tho army to 
disobey their ua.ur.1 chiefs and excite the

As I trust adjust m) c nducl t" 
it. i will not allow my folio -v cit z ns to be 
made a prey to anarchy, and therefore] 
ahull enforce ami never permit Congr. ss nor 
a y one el.e to set at deli time my luwlul 
authority or to assume an exclusive sover- 
eignty, even under the pl-a of the repre- 
sentation of ill.- people, while in violation 
• >f article loll ol the constitution, winch 
considers such a Cuitduct as an act of sedi- 
i ii ui. 

The majority of Congress has not dis- 
chaigcd. nor laid the will to discharge tliei. 
constitutional d uty of uppi oviug i lie Appro- 
priation bill, nor ihat ol the standing amiy 
and n.ivy. It 1ms thrown the institutions 
int.) the perils of ex lited animosities <it 
political circles, divided among the.r mem- 
bers, and holding opposite views uliioiig 
antagonized and irresponsible chieftains, in- 
fhienced by the.r exaggerated ambitious " 

We should like to seo what the members 
of Congress have to say about the constitu- 
tional duty of approving the Appropriation 
Bill, Other Parliaments, at other .times, 
and in other countries have considered it 
their constitutional duty to refuse the 
Head of the Executive the means to curry- 
on the Government, in opposition to the 
well tinder tood wishes of the people, ami 
even .Sovertrgns have been known to lower 
their tone very considerably when tliey 
were conv-nced that the representatives ol 
t!it- ptople wero in earnest when they 
thrca'cned to refuse to pass the Appropria- 
tion Bill. Bat this Piesid nt of the 
Chilian republic is made of o her metal, 
lie considers that he has a right to have bis 
own way, let the representatives of tin 
people do or say what they may, and lie 
evidently regards their refusal to supply 
him with money, to carry en the Govern- 
merit, in a manner opposed to their wishes, 
us nn unpardonable piece of presumption , 
This is ••vhat ho suys : 

'• If, in the j idgment id' the majority of 
Congress, Iheirjdelibei'ate omission in failing 
to approve the bills affecting the national 
existence, brings to the President of the Re- 
[nil lie aii irregular state of affairs, nobody 
in Chili has any right to uppeul to a revolu- 
tion, nor the public pow< rs, either. 

El . n in the event of t he chief of I lie 
nation being liable lor the shoi tcoinings of 
the majority of Congress, a revolution can- 
no- be proclaimed as a rcme ly. I lie con- 
stitution has foieseen the e ise ill which the 
President nf the Republic, or Ids ministers, 
may violate the constitution and laws, mid 
in such an event establishes the mi y man- 
ner nod form in which to make effective 
their responsibility. 

Any other conduct is subversive and re- 
volutionary. In obedience to tho constitu- 
tion 1 am b und to administer the affairs of 
Stat-', (o preserve the public order at Innne 
und provide for the safety of our country 
abroad; therefore, I will keep the army anil 
navy, and pay the service required for the 
protection of society and for the existence of 
the Ftepub ic." 

Biilmoce'la clearly considers that the state 
was made for him and not he for (he stale, 
or, rather, he is reudy to adopt tho lan- 
guage of the French king who, in a lit of 
modesty, said, "lam thoStute," 1'orhaps, 
tin- Hampdens anil the Crotiiwolls of tho 
Chilian t evolution have a very different 
st ry to tell. It is evident, from I he follow 
ini> extract from the manifesto, that llal- 
maceda is not very well acquainted with a 
m ist interesting period in the constitutional 
1 fe of ( r. at Britain, for he says : 

"The parliamentary ooulition Busppnded. 
in July the collection of th • contributions, 
conv iii g tli ib law of national life into an 
oll'en -i ve weapon, wiehb d in u manin r i lev. r 
before known to any congn ss in i he win Id " 

Historical pirallcl* are, we know, often 
illusory, but it dees seem from Balms.' 
codas' own address that there is a rather 

striking re 'rmblai between tho struggle 

now going on in Chili and the long und 
most memorable eontoHl between Chalice 
the First, of England, and I. is Parliuin -nt. 
There is, however, not much fear that Hal 
niuceda wil meet the file that overtook 
'he gallant but misuuided King of Ungbinil, 
The Nineteenth Century differs in m my 
important respects from the Seventeenth. 



Balmaceda, when he finds that the tide lias 
sol in against him, willmost likely step into 
a railway carriage, take a safe aad eusy 
j nirncy to Europe, whore he will live the 
remainder of his life, comfortably, if Inglo- 
riously, on the boodle bo lias accumulated 
during his term of office. 



NOMINATION OH ELECTION. 

The chief objection raised against the 
School Rill, so far, is making tho Trustees 
nominative instead of elective. We do not 
seo that the arguments of those wdio con- 
demn the system of nomination ure very 
strong. They have not shown that the peo- 
ple would be likely to elect better men than 
their representatives in the City Council 
would appoint. We rather think that tho 
opposite would bo the case. The City Coun- 
cil, having all the competent persons avail- 
able to chotuo from, would be more likely to 
select men and women well qualified to per- 
form the duties of Trustees than tho 
electors, to the greater number of 
■whom tho candidates would, necessarily, 
be almost perfect strangers. The 
system of nomination has worked well 
in the Maritime provinces. Tho city coun- 
cils and the governments have generally 
chosen good men who take an interest in 
education und who were willing to devote a 
part of their time gratuitously in order to 
keep the schools in a state of efficiency. 
There being no emoluments attached to the 
office of school trustee no favoritism wus 
shown by the City Fathers. The men they 
selected were generally noted for the inter- 
est they took in the cause of education and 
for their ability to perform the duties of the 
oflieo satisfactorily. And, as we have said, 
they, as tar an we know, seldom made a 

There is a good deal of diversity 
in the in inner of choosing the mtn 
who manage the schools. in the cities 
of the maritime provinces, and in those 
of the provinces of Quel ec they are nomin- 
ated, lo the Ontario ciiies they are elected. 
In ICngbind, School Boards are elective, in 
tin- city i f Now York, ami wo believe other 
cities of t be States, the school commission- 
ers are appointed by the civic authorities, 
We do not know that one system is very 
much superior to the other. The rigbti of 
the citizens do not, in our opinion, enter 
into the subject at all. Tile question is 
merely one of administration, and the 
chances of getting a good school adminis- 
tration are, we b lieve. greater by appoint- 
ment thiii by election. The system that 
has worked well ill the maritime provinces 
will, «c submit, be likely to work well in 
British Columbia. People may attach too 
much importance to a particular sj stem. 
In school mitu rs the Saying, " W lint's 
best administered is lust,'' applies with 
peculiar force. We are pretty sure that 
when the people of Vicioria, and the other 
cities of the province, have had n trial of 
tho nominative system they will be loo well 
satisfied with it to ask for a change

The bodies oi the children, horribly 
mutilated, lay ncioss their father's corpse in 
the cellar of the house, which had been 
burm d over their he ids after the hoirible 
butchery. Suspicion rested on a neighbor 
named Graham, who was last s en near the 
ranch. He was arrested and tried in New 
Westminster for tho crime, being after- 
wards acquitted. Tho provincial govern- 
ment oil'ered a ruwurd for the capture of 
the murderer, and there the case dropped 
and public interest gradually died out. 
Within tlie past few months certain dhcov- 
erics havo been madu w hich go to show 
that Graham was really innocent, and the 
real murderer is an Indian chief named 
Nemiah, who two years ago murdeied a 
Chinaman on t he Fraser river, and has 
since been evading the authorities. About 
two weeks ngo Nemiah quarreled with an- 
other Indian in his hand, und the 
hands of tho chief were almost 
stained with the h'oad of his third victim. 
Other Indians pretent seized and bound 
him, and immediately sent a message lo B. 
Franklin, justice of the peace at Tatlae 
lake, that they had got Ni miah ami wanted 
the aiitlio, itu s to come up and take him. 
On the receipt of this information, Frank- 
lin, accompanied by a posse of special cons- 
tables, lelt immediately, only lo find on 
arriving at their destination that their bird 
had flown. Nemiah's squaw hud cut the 
rop'.'S that bound bun while the others were 
asleep. Making good Use- of his lib rty, 
Ni miah took to the woods, Where he is sup- 
posed to he at pieaent, The party found 
that the Indian, Uuishon, with whom 
Nemiah had the qu-irrel. was not danger- 
i usly injured. All the other Indians are 
Wili.ng 1 1 assist in too cuptuie i-f Nemiah, 
or appear tu be. Mr. Franklin true d him 
as tar as be could, hut had to give up the 
chase, provisions running short. 

AI out the sam i lime thai Mr. Franklin 
started out, nesvs was received at the 150 
mile house and at Clinton A pany of 
thr, e special constables left the former 
place, and are now reinforced by some of 
the settlers and four Indians.

Hair-Dressing in View of the Pub- 
lic for Prizes. 



The Willi Scene Witnessed at a Tonsnrlal 
Exhibition In Paris — A Tremendous 
•low Caused by One of the fus- 
ing Competitors. 

Before twenty-seven looking-glasses 
sat twenty-seven disheveled maidens, 
the glories of their toilets vailed by the 
familiar s triped wrappers of the hair- 
dresser's saloon, surrounded by hair- 
pins, bandeaux, and — but why expose 
the secrets of the toilet? Enough to 
say that all was there necessary to the 
erection of a fashionable coiffure, lie- 
hind each stood a Figaro, expectant, ta il- 
comb in hand, his snowy shirt-front and 
resplendent studs carefully protected by 
a silken kerchief, now executing' valse 
steps to the preliminary strains of the 
band, now combing the tresses before 
him to the same accompaniment. This 
odd scene, says a Paris letter in the 
New York Sim, was at the ball of the 
Society of Progress in Hairdressing, and 
it was the outset of a prize competition. 
The signal is given. With lightning 
fingers the competitors proceed to 
work. In a trice fringes that lately 
hung dank and straight assume a puffy 
appearance. The spectator can not 
fail to note the careful powdering of 
the model's faces, for the electric light is 
trying, and observe how speedily a 
twist here, a curl there, and half a 
dozen skillfully placed pins add to fem- 
inine charms. It is all very serious. 
The "subjects" are models of gravity. 
Messrs. Louis, and Auguste, and Jaques, 
and Hippolyte indulge only in the facial 
contortions peculiar to their trade. 
Their young ladies and professional 
■friends solemnly promenade to the 
music and await results with palpitating 
hearts. 

"Gentlemen, the combs to the pock- 
ets," cries the president. 

With a last pat here, a final lingering 
of the frizzes, and a farewell adjust- 
ment of feathers and flowers, the corn- 
petit rs whisk oil' the wrappers and the 
tweniy-seven ball-gowned young ladies 
are r ivealed to us in all the glory of 
their elaborate coiffures. 

"Gentlemen of the jury, will you do 
your duty?" is the stentorian command. 

It sounds a3 if they were trying a 
murder case. Ah! the solemnity of the 
moment! There is no conversation, the 
music ceases, the excitement of the fes- 
tive Figaros is.alone manifested in their 
elevated eyebrows, uplifted shoulders 
and tierce mustache ends, working like 
the antennas of the lobster. The prize 
is only to him who shall obtain seven 
votes. But, alas and alas! no one gains 
this number. No. 33 gets sLx, No. 1 gets 
three; the remaining four are frittered 
away between other competitors. Again 
and again the gentlemen of the jury 
"do your duty," and just as twenty-three 
seems to have grasped the golden cross 
of honor a wild crowd seizes hold of a 
diminutive, black-bearded individual, 
with a tail-comb protruding from his 
pocket, uplift him shoulder high, and 
No. 1, it is realized, is, after all, the 
lucky man. 

Then a tremendous row ensues. The 
second prize has been handed to 23, but, 
.vith flashing e3-es and a face whiter 
than shaving lather, he dashes it trag- 
ically to the floor, and with half-smoth- 
ered yell, like a tiger balked of its prey, 
rushes at the unfortunate lady, whose 
tresses havo served him in such good 
st 1, and in another moment reduces 
the coiffure ho has erected to 
ruin. A confused mass of hairpins, 
"switches," marteaux curls, and an 
osprey alone remains of what was once 
.so dear. To a man the festive Figaros 
pursue the baffled barber round the 
saloon, and, with groans and hisses, ex- 
pel him from the scene.

As a 
result, he iinds everywhere sugges- 
tions for thought, and his sym- 
pathies trained in many direct ions. This 
is because, when he was an intelligent 
boy, his attention was continually 
culled to these things— a course of ac- 
tion which would never have been 
thou;.' lit of had he been merely an in- 
telligent girl. There isa feeling that all 
this kind of information is superfluous, if 
not positively out of place, in the train- 
ing of young girls; so they grow up 
with their fields of observation and 
reading narrowed to a minimum, says a 
writer in Kate Field's Washington. On 
account of these lesser ignorances they 
And themselves surrounded by a world 
full of mysteries, of which the least un- 
intelligible are clothes and servants. 
Is it any wonder that they fall back 
persistently upon the few concrete in- 
terests which seem to be within reach 
of their understanding? 

There was a little Hurry of discussion 
not long ago about "Why women read 
novels." Well, they read them for the 
same reason that men do. because 
novels are the best expression of the 
quality of modern life: and they 
read more of them than most men can, 
because they have more leisure. For 
exactly the same cause women read 
more poetry and more metaphysics than 
their husbands and brothers. .The 
reason they do not read so many news- 
papers :.e.d Serious periodicals is that 
they And them full of stumbling blocks, 
on account of the narrow limits of their 
education in practical affairs. flow 
many women understand any thing 
about a new election law, or an im- 
proved system of drainage, or the con- 
dition of Irish polities, or the latest ap- 
plication of electricity.' 'Phis ignorance 
is not the more excusable because it is 
shared by a great many men. It should 
ber part of every education, whether 
of girl or boy, to make a not too inter- 
esting world as amusing and suggestive 
as possible. 

THE TIME TO RETIRE. 

Regularity in the Hour to Ho Observed 
leather Than Enrliness. 
It is all nonsense about "beauty 
sleep" coming- in the hours before mid- 
night, and that the rosy cheeks of the 
country lass is the reward of retiring 
at the time when the proverbial pale- 
faced city girl's evening commences.

FINGERS OF STEEL. 

They Are to Supplant Those of the Ne- 
gro in Picking Cotton. 

The essential feature is three hundred 
and thirty fingers or spindles projecting 
through and from a hollow cylinder. 
These fingers, says the New York Sun, 
are ten inches long, and have at the end 
a brush or tip of line wire, and set in 
four grooves radially is horse hair, 
clipped so it projects from the fingers 
about one-twelfth of an inch, the tip and 
the hairs on the side being- the means 
of getting' the cotton from the bolls. 
The lingers or spindles are given a 
whirling- motion by a system of cog 
gear inclosed within the cylinder. .Mov- 
ing forward, the cylinder revolves, the 
lingers come in contact with the cotton, 
the whirling motion of the lingers en- 
tangles the cotton lint and it is picked, 
then carried upwards am! backwards 
until cleaned from the lingers by 
brushes, and thrown into receptacles 
holding sixty pounds of seed cotton. 

The revolutions are so timed that the 
fingers which project at the spokes of a 
wheel strike the plant without a raking 
motion, for that would damage the 
plant. No injury comes to the leaf and 
boll from running the machine over the 
plant. 

With a width of four feet, length 
seven feet and height of live and one- 
half feet, the .machine, complete, weighs 
about twelve hundred pounds, and is of 
easy draught for two mules. 

In the morning- when the cotton was 
slightly damp, a gathering from one 
row made by the machine weighed a 
little more than thirty pounds; Hie 
waste, knocked on the ground by the 
machine, was picked up by hand and 
weighed live ounces. In the afternoon, 
witli the cotton perfectly dry, the cot- 
ton picked weighed over twenty-eight 
pounds, and the waste picked up 
weighed nearly three and one-half 
pounds. 

The time made was about five pounds 
a minute or three hundred pounds an 
hour. Allowing time, liberally, for 
emptying' the receptacles, stopping for 
repairs, meals, and so on. the machine 
could easily work ten hours a day and 
would gather three thousand pounds at 
a total expense of not more than three 
dollars per day, making the total cost 
of the picking for each bale one dollar 
and fifty cent... At present prices the 
cost is fully sixteen dollars. 

DESIRABLE SERVANTS. 

Those with Afflictions Are the Most 
Tractable. 

A lot of women were discussing the 
servant problem, says the New York 
Epoch, and one clever woman put for- 
ward an entirely new idea as the desir- 
able requirements for a servant. "I 
have grown modest in late years," she 
said. "I no longer demand, as I used 
to, that my cook shall know how to 
cook, or that my waitress shall under- 
stand sewing— not at all. The one de- 
mand I do make in the servant who 
comes to me is that she shall have a 
grief. I advertise: 'Wanted, a cook 
with a grief — serviceable and warranted 
to last.' There's nothing that will 
make a woman so tractable and teacha- 
ble as a grief. And, you see, a woman 
with an affliction doesn't want to be off 
nights like gay-hearted girls. She 
stays at home and nurses her sorrow 
and thinks up little things to do about 
the house meantime. Such a woman 
will accomplish a great amount of 
work. What kind of grief do I find 
most serviceable? A disappointment in 
love, if I treat it with deep considera- 
tion and respect, will last the longest — 
longereven than mourning' for a dead 
husband. For widows, you know, are 
much like babies — they cry a good deal 
the first six months, then they beg-in to 
take notice, and they're very hard to 
bring' through the second summer."

Instances of Reasoning Power In 
Elophants. 



Tlio Careful Manner In Which Tlioy Ouard 
Children In Their Native Country— 
A Pecullur Trait of the Muin- 
moth ltrutot 

"Every one knows that the. elephanl 
enn be trained to do all kinds of work," 
snys Thomas W. Knox in his volume en- 
titled "Horse Stories and Stories of 
Other Animals." "While Ihave no hesi- 
tation about relating instanees bearing 
on this statement, I prefer to tell of oc- 
currences which indicate no actual rea- 
soning power in the animal. 

"It is customary in the settlements to 
water the cattle, from large wooden 
buckets tilled with water pumped from 
it well. This is done that they may not 
drink the water of the reservoirs, which 
is stagnant and unwholesome. Ordi- 
narily the pumping is done at early 
morning by one of the elephants, the 
work taking nearly an hour. Accus- 
tomed to the task, he does not wait to 
be ordered, and every morning, an hour 
before sunrise, he is at his labor with 
the precision of a living alarm-clock. 

"I was staying once at Trichinopoly, 
at the house of a friend of mine, a mer- 
chant, who owned a grand villa a few 
leagues outside the city. The sun was 
rising, and my servant had just awak- 
ened me for my bath. Passing through 
the yard 1 saw a large white elephant 
working at the pump, lie closed his 
eyes sadly, and was apparently trying 
to turn his thoughts from his wearisome 
labor, lie saluted my presence with a 
joyful Happing of bis ears, for during 
the two days since my arrival I had 
given him many dainties, but he did not 
cease from his work, which had to be 
finished. 

"I was stroking him with my ham 1 in 
passing, when 1 noticed that one of the 
two planks which supported the bucket 
on either side had fallen away. It thus 
happened that the bucket, being up- 
held on one side only, spilled its con- 
tents, without a possibility of being 
filled. 

"The elephant did not think that his 
work was ended because one side of the 
bucket was tilled; nor did he attempt 
the impossible feat of trying to till the 
other side until both sides were even. 
In a few minutes the water commenced 
to run from the lower side of the buck- 
et, and the animal began to show signs 
of uneasiness; nevertheless, he contin- 
ued to pump. Soon, however, be 
dropped the handle, and drew nearer 
to observe, the cause of the trouble. lie 
returned to the pump three times, each 
time coming back to examine the buck- 
et. I awaited the end of this strange 
scene with unflagging interest. All at 
once a waving of the cars seemed to in- 
dicate that an idea had occurred to him. 

"lie came over to lift up the plank 
that had fallen away, and for a moment 
I thought that he intended to put it 
back in its place under the lower side 
of the bucket. But he was not troubled 
about the lower side, which was al- 
ready filled with water; it was the 
other side which annoyed him. Lifting 
the bucket carefully, lie supported it 
for a moment with one of his great feet, 
while with his trunk he pulled out the 
second plank and placed the bucket on 
solid earth, thus making it even on all 
sides. This done, the labor of tilling it 
was easy. 

"The elephant is much attached to 
the women and children in the villages, 
and it would be dangerous for a stran- 
ger to make even an unfriendly gesture 
in the presence, of this animal. 

"It is a remarkable sight to see him 
guard his master's children in their 
promenades; he watches every thing ; 
beasts, serpents, turf pits and swamps, 
in fact, any danger which may be im- 
agined is overcome by his presence. His 
pace is regulated by that of the children, 
and he attends them, gathering flowers, 
fruit from the trees and sugar canes; at 
a motion from one of them he will break 
a tree branch if one desires to make a 
whip or cane. At the slightest noise 
which he does not understand, if he sees 
a jackal or hyena in the distant thicket, 
he instantly gathers hi:, brood under his 
trunk, commences to mar with rage, 
and any thing, lion, tiger or man, which 
threatens harm to his charges, is in 
danger of being dashed to the ground. 

"In the lowlands of the linages, a, 
swampy country covered with jungles 
and rice fields, the royal Itengal tiger is 
found of great size and ferocity. The 
combats between this terrible beast and 
the elephant, guarding' the cattle, serv- 
ants 'or children of his master, are of 
almost daily occurrence. The royal 
Bengal tiger is so fierce that he never 
refuses to tight his adversary, although 
the end of the combat generally limb, 
him crushed to death under the feet of 
his terrible enemy. In spite of the fact 
that the elephant is an unpitying foe in 
his battles with the tiger, bear or rhi- 
noceros, ho never molests the smaller, 
inoffensive animals. No matter what 
power a keeper may have over him, it 
is impossible to make him crush an 
insect. 

"There is a little insect which children 
in France call 'les betes a bon Dieu.' 
The same insect is found in India, but 
growing' to a si/.e twice as large as in 
France. I have often seen one of these 
little creatures placed on a level surface, 
in the troughs of a yard, lor instance. 
I have seen the elephant ordered to 
crush the insect, bid never, for master 
or driver, Would he lilt his foot above it 
in passing by, evidently avoiding- any 
opportunity to do harm. If, on the con- 
trary, he is commanded to bring it to 
you." In- will pick it up delicately with 
his trunk and place it in your hands 
without bruising its wings." 

The Climate of Asia. 
According to the North China Herald 
the climate in Kast and West Asia is 
becoming colder, That of China in par- 
ticular is growing not only colder, but 
ilr.er. Animals and plants used to hot, 
mo;«t retr.OIJS are gradually retreating 
southward. Two thousand years ago 
the bamboo flourished in the forests of 
North China, but it does not now, and 
at Pekin it is only cultivated under 
shelter and in favorable localities us a 
kind of garden plant. 



AN INTELLIGENT ROOSTER. 



Ho Is Deiif anil Dumb, But 



Ahlo to 



A gentleman living' on the outskirts 
of the city, near Black Rock, owns 
a curiosity the like of which Bormim 
never dreamed of, says the Buffalo 
(N. V.) Express. It is a deaf-and-dumb 
rooster — a full-grown, brilliantly 
plumed, brown Leghorn chanticleer 
■ — that has lost his voice, can 
neither crow nor cluck, nor make 
any othsr audible sound with his vocal 
apparatus! does not wake up the neigh- 
borhood at five o'clock in the morning 
with an everlasting cock-a-doodle-doo; 
does not give an alarm of hawks every 
time a black cloud crosses the sun, hut 
is still as much the lord of the chicken 
park as ever. 

He has not always been thus. Up to 
the time he was eight months old he 
was as noisy as any young rooster need 
be. Then he got his head caught in a 
barbed-wire fence in such a way as to 
mangle his neck and probably tear out 
the vocal cords. Losing the power to 
make sounds, he evidently forgot how 
to hear them. At least now, at the age 
of three years, he gives no evidence of 
hearing. But he makes his eyes an- 
swer for ears and voice, too. If any one 
wanted proof that he was really deaf 
and dumb, those eyes would be convinc- 
ing. There is nothing he does not see. 
When the first glow of sunrise appears 
he begins the duties of the day by rous- 
ing all the rest of the fowls in the hen- 
nery in his own original way. Tie walks 
around to each one. and kicks it oil' its 
perch. There is no resisting such an in- 
vitation to get up. It's much more ef- 
fective than crowing. When he gels a 
challenge to fight he does not stop to 
announce what he can do. He goes and 
does it. And his halt les are all victor- 
i' >us. 

The most remarkable thing' about 
this intelligent bird, however, is the 
l'aet that, though deaf, he can dis- 
tinguish betwen an admonition to 
"shoo" and a request to come to dinner. 
I low he does it is a mystery, but it is 
believed that he tells by the motions of 
the lips and general attitude of the per- 
son who addresses him. 

A course of instruction in a deaf-and- 
dumb institute is all this rooster needs 
to learn to talk with his spurs. 



THE STRUGGLE FOR WEALTH. 

Money n Potential Factor in Most of the 
World's .Misery. 
What is the most active factor of evil 
in this country at the present time? It 
is not drunkenness, nor licentiousness, 
nor infidelity. It is not bad polities, and 
if is not any thing that is disreputable 
and under the ban. It is simply the pre- 
vailing craze for wealth, and nothing 
else. From childhood to old age the aver- 
age man thinks of nothing but money- 
getting. Everybody is impatient to 
make a fortune in a hurry. Naturally 
people take what Sam Jones calls the 
"nigh cuts." No man can love money 
and long retain a conscience and good 
principles. 

The struggle for wealth, says the At- 
lanta Constitution, is ruining and kill- 
ing people. During the panic the other 
day, a broker dropped dead in Wall 
street. Another broker in New Yorlr, a 
few days before, killed himself. It was 
all about a matter of money. Look at 
our defaulting Southern State Treasur- 
ers, Vincent, Tate. Burke and Heming- 
way They are now disgraced, dead, in 
prison or in exile. Money was the cause. 
And there are worse things. Woolfolk, 
who died on the gallows a few days ago. 
murdered his whole family in the hope of 
getting money. And Birchall, just over 
the line in Canada. Think of his case. 
A clever, well-educated young fellow, of 
good family, with a pretty and devoted 
wife. For the sake of a. few hundred 
dollars he decoyed a man into the 
swam]), and shot him down like a dog! 
All for money. Then there was Selby 
Jones, of Kansas City, who committed 
suicide the other day. lie wanted to 
move in the. be.. t of society, anil the rc- 
rilt was a shortage in bis accounts of 
seventy-five thousand dollars. When 
detection .stared him in the face In' took 
a leap in the dark-. Money again, lie- 
sides these bold fellows we have a few 
million sneaks and robbers who keep 
inside of the law, and grind i heir fellow - 
men, and resort to Shy lock methods to 
ail their pockets. When one t hinksof all 
these things the money devil begins to 
loom up a very potential factor, lie is 
the cause of most of the crime and mis- 
ery of our day. 



SYMPATHY FOR DESERTERS. 

A Case lii Which It Worked the Object 
Injury Rather Than Good. 
Not one deserter in fifty is caught, 
and the unwillingness of citizens to 
give information that will lead to their 
apprehension sometimes leads to cu- 
rious complications. Some years ago, 
says an officer in the Tinted States 
service, it young graduate from West 
Point was sent to the West and de- 
tailed for special duty with a squad of 
Indian scouts. So long as be wtis with 
Ids party he, of course, was able to 
keep his bearings, bid one day, return- 
ing from an expedition into the mount- 
ains, the party stopped for dinner, and, 
after dining', he directed the Indians to 
go on to the post, while he would fol- 
low an hoar or two later.

I'heiy followed his trail for two hun- 
dred miles and repeatedly had news of 
aim. as he was seen by miners and 
prospectors, but could got no informa- 
tion from them as to the direction he 
had taken, as ho was supposed to be a 
deserter from the army, an. I no one 
would aid the soldiers to run him down, 
lb' was found at last, after over a 
w eek's wandering, almost dead and out 
of his head with hunger, thirst and ex- 
posure, all of which he owed to the gen- 
eral sympathy for deserters, for had the 
civilians aided the scouts he might have 
been overtaken in a few hours.

A PROPOSED PATRIOTIC LFAGUK 

To TIIK Editor:— Now the excitement 
created by the recent elections is slowly 
dving out, it may he well for us to con- 
sider what tho aspect of tho general issue 
was. That the Liberals were de-irous (if 
elojted) of taking the liist Btep toaar s the 
uliimate surrender of their country to the 
United S ates si ems an undoubted fact. 1 
will not discuss at bngth the various 
pros and cons as to the adv s ibiliiy of the 
annexation scheme, ns everyone muil have 
already formed their opinions. Km [will 
(]iiote from the London limes, an imparl ial 
witness, in a very admiiable lending article 
in iis i-suo of the nineteen th Fehrnaiy, 
stating the advantages and disadvantages 
C'aiuida woul l secure by her admission into 
the Uhion. It snys : 

" lint the Canadian people ought to be 
fairly dealt '.nib I ) th n p ll un ns, and 
not jockeyed into annexation on false p-c- 
t.n- es. Let the advantagts be set f..rth, 
but let it also be plainly stated that in 
order to gain them ' lie sentiment of loyalty 
to the crown must be sacrificed anil with it 
some not insignificant benefits." 

The ani 1 gi es on to piove, anil to most 
people conclusively, that "instead of 
Canada having a sixty million market, tho 
sixty millions would gain a new live mi lion 
market," and that cither by commercial or 
political union Canada " would be shut out 
from the markets of tiie rest of the world." 
Thanks, however, to the patriotic feeling of 
the majority of the Canadian people, the 
nation is safe for the present. 

It is said by Professor Goldwiu Smith 
and others that ("lunula must in the future, 
some tuni or other, be forced into political 
union witli the United Slates. -Now, 
thouLdi we will bopv the day will never 
come when Canada is led like a cow into 
the Yankt o pound j I would propose that, 
to guard against the possible betrayal by 
traitors of the Dominion of Canada, let a 
loyal and patriotic union bs formed in 
Canada of all true British subjects. Let it 
be something after the fashion of the Prim- 
rose League in England, which is devoted 
to the Conservative cuwe j hut let its one 
object be the preservation of the Dominion 
from tlie annihilating result of annexation 
ami the abandonment of the empire. 

Lot it be similar in its desired end, to the 
union of Conservatives and true Liberals in 
England who now form the Unionist party, 
in "contradistinction to the Gladstonian 
Liberals who would dismember Great Bri- 
tain This is only a crude outline of what 
might be done ; but I believe if such a loyal 
ami patriotic union was formed thousands 
of true Canadians and Englishmen 
would flock to join it, and that such a 
movement would not only he'p to pre-erve 
Cumuli 1 'he Canadians and to the British 
Empire, but would also help to hasten 
Can i da on the path that le ds to n happy
